Pursuant  to  a Proclamation  of  the  Governor  of  the  State  of 
Tennessee,  dated  June  19th,  A.  D.  1866,  the  Senate  met  in  Called 
Session  at  the  Capitol  of  the  State,  on  the  4th  day  of  July,  A.  D. 
1866,  which  proclamation  was  in  words  and  figures  as  follows,  to- 
wit: 

STATE  OF  TENNESSEE,  ) 

Executive  Department,  > 

Nashville,  Tenn.,  June  19,  1866.  \ 

To  the  Members  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Tennes- 
see: 

Gentlemen: — For  more  than  five  years  the  State  of  Tennessee 
has  been  deprived  of  her  privileges  in  the  Union  of  our  fathers. 
By  the  treason  of  our  people  we  have  fallen  from  our  high  estate 
as  a member  of  the  great  American  Confederacy.  For  more  than 
a year  past  the  loyal  people  of  the  State  have  been  trying  to  place 
her  in  a position,  and  to  prove  her  worthy  to  be  recognized  and  re- 
admitted to  all  her  forfeited  rights  Our  Senators  and  Represent- 
atives have  lingered  for  many  months  at  the  threshold  of  the  Gov- 
ernment, asking  to  be  re-seated  in  the  National  Councils. 

In  view  of  the  rebellious  conduct  of  so  many  of  our  people,  and 
the  treachery  of  those  who  controlled  her  action,  Congress  has 
deemed  it  necessary  to  require  of  us  certain  conditions,  precedent, 
as  guarantees  for  our  future  loyalty.  To  this  end  it  has  been  deem- 
ed necessary  to  the  future  security  of  the  whole  country  that  the 
State  Legislature  should  ratify  certain  amendments  to  the  Consti- 
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tution  of  the  United  States,  which  may  he  briefly  stated,  as  fol- 
lows: 

1.  Equal  protection  of  all  citizens  in  the  enjoyment  of  life,  lib- 
erty and  property. 

2.  That  classes  who  are  disfranchised  without  crime  shall  not  he 
taken  into  account  in  fixing  the  basis  of  Federal  representation. 

3.  That  certain  persons  who  have  proved  themselves  dangerous 
to  the  peace  of  the  country  shall  not  be  eligible  to  office. 

4.  The  validity  of  the  National  debt  shall  not  be  questioned, 
while  all  debts  incurred  in  aid  of  the  rebellion  are  illegal  and 
void. 

As  to  the  disloyal  portion  of  our  people,  these  terms  are  mild 
in  the  extreme;  and  it  is  hoped  that  there  is  nothing  in  them  re- 
pugnant to  the  sentiments  of  the  loyal,  or  if  there  be,  that  all  ob- 
jections will  be  yielded  upon  the  altar  of  our  common  country. 

Therefore,  I,  William  G.  Brownlow,  Governor  of  the  State  of 
Tennessee,  in  consideration  of  the  premises,  and  viewing  the  pres- 
ent as  an  “extraordinary  occasion,”  do  issue  this  my  proclamation, 
convening  the  General  Assembly  in  extraordinary  session,  to  con- 
sider of  said  amendments  to  the  Federal  Constitution,  and  do  call 
upon  the  members  thereof  to  assemble  in  the  State  Capitol,  on 
Wednesday,  July  4,  1866,  when  and  where  “the  purposes  for 
which  they  will  have  been  convened’'  will  be  more  fully  stated  to 
them. 

In  testimony  whereof  \ I have  hereunto  subscribed  my  name  and 
caused  the  Great  Seal  of  the  State  to  be  affixed,  at  the 
Department  in  the  city  of  Nashville,  the  19th  day  of 
June,  1866.

Resolved , That  the  Principal  Clerk  of  the  Senate  be  directed  to 
communicate  to  the  House  of  Representatives,  by  message,  that 
the  Senate  is  now  organized  and  ready  to  proceed  with  the  tran- 
saction of  public  business. 

Senator  Senter  offered  Senate  Joint  Resolution  Ko.  1,  in  lieu  of 
Senate  Resolution  Ko.  2,  to-wit: 

Resolved , That  the  Clerk  of  the  Senate  inform  the  House  that 
the  Senate  is  organized  and  ready  to  proceed  to  business. 

Resolved  further , That  a Joint  Committee  of  five,  to  consist  of 
two  on  the  part  of  the  Senate  and  three  on  the  part  of  the  House, 
be  appointed  to  wait  upon  His  Excellency,  the  Governor,  and  in- 
form him  that  both  Branches  of  the  Legislature  are  organized  and 
ready  to  receive  any  communication  he  may  deem  necessary  to 
make  them. 

The  resolution  was  accepted  in  lieu. 
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On  motion  of  Senator  Trimble,  the  rules  were  suspended  and 
the  Resolution  adopted. 

The  Committee  appointed  by  the  Speaker  were  Messrs.  Nelson 
and  Smith. 

Senator  Nelson  offered  Senate  Resolution  No.  3,  to-wit: 

Resolved , That  the  rules  adopted  for  the  government  of  the 
Senate  at  the  last  session  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Tennessee,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  adopted  as  the  rules  for  the 
government  of  the  Senate  during  the  present  special  session,  until 
otherwise  ordered. 

The  Resolution  was  withdrawn. 

Report  No.  1,  from  the  Special  Committee  of  Three,  under 
Senate  Joint  Resolution  No.  1,  to-wit: 

Mr.  Speaker: — The  Committee  appointed  to  wait  on  the  Gov- 
ernor to  inform  him  that  the  Senate  was  ready  to  receive  from  him 
any  communication,  report  that  they  have  discharged  their  duty, 
and  the  Governor  will  at  once  communicate  with  the  Senate. 

Executive  Message  No.  1,  extra  session,  to-wit: 

STATE  OF  TENNESSEE,  ) 

Executive  Department,  > 

Nashville,  Tenn.,  July  6,  1866.  \ 

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives: 

Having  convened  you  in  extraordinary  session,  it  is  made  my 
duty  by  the  Constitution  to  state  -to  you  the  purposes  for  which 
you  have  been  convened.  The  main  purpose,  and  that  which  con- 
stitutes the  present  an  extraordinary  occasion,  is  briefly,  but  di- 
rectly stated  in  my  proclamation  of  the  19th  of  June,  calling  you 
together.  To  that  paper  I respectfully  refer  you. 

Under  the  fifth  article  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States, 
Congress  has  proposed,  as  an  amendment  to  that  instrument,  a 
fourteenth  article,  which  has  been  duly  certified  and  communi- 
cated to  this  Department,  by  the  Secretary  of  State,  of  the  Uni- 
ted States.  Copies  of  said  proposed  amendment,  with  the  authen- 
ticating certificate,  and  letter  of  enclosure  of  the  Secretary  of 
State,  are  herewith  transmitted  for  your  consideration,  and  I in- 
voke your  action  as  promptly  as  is  consistent  with  the  gravity  and 
importance  of  the  subject. 

I beg  you  to  bear  in  mind,  in  your  deliberations,  that  while  the 
most  of  you  have  been  at  all  times,  personally  and  individually, 
loyal  to  the  United  States,  as  a whole  you  represent  a State,  the 
most  of  whose  people  went  into  rebellion,  raised  one  hundred  and 
fifty-four  regiments,  and  sent  them  into  the  field  to  fight  against

the  National  Government;  levied  war  against  the  United  States 
for  four  years,  and  were  finally  conquered  and  reduced  to  the  con- 
dition of  inhabitants  of  a subjugated  province,  wholly  at  the  mer- 
cy of  the  conqueror.  By  the  laws  of  nations  and  the  laws  of  war, 
the  General  Government  .has  an  undoubted  right  to  prescribe 
terms  of  settlement  to  the  State  of  Tennessee.  These  terms  have 
been  prescribed,  and  are  now  presented  for  your  acceptance  or 
rejection.  I have  every  assurance  that  when  they  are  accepted, 
your  Senators  and  Representatives  will  be  admitted  to  their  seats 
in  Congress,  and  the  State  at  once  re-clad  with  her  long  lost 
rights.  Are  these  terms  reasonable  ? For  pay  own  part,  they 
seem  to  me  to  be  but  the  decree  of  political  justice  and  equity, 
made  necessary  by  the  result  of  the  rebellion. 

By  the  first  section,  equal  protection  in  the  enjoyment  of  life, 
liberty  and  property,  is  guaranteed  to  all  citizens.  Practically, 
this  affects  mainly  the  negro,  who  having  been  emancipated  by 
the  rebellion,  and  having  lost  that  protection  which  the  interest 
of  the  master  gave  him,  became  by  the  very  laws  of  nature,  enti- 
tled to  the  civil  rights  of  the  citizen,  and  to  the  means  of  enforcing 
those  rights. 

To  deny  this  to  him,  would  be  to  place  his  life,  property  and 
labor  in  the  power  of  every  unfriendly  local  authority,  or  evil  dis- 
posed person,  and  would  be  an  instance  of  barbarism  unworthy 
of  the  age.  It  will  also  prevent  unjust  and  oppressive  discrimi- 
nation by  one  State  against  the  citizens  of  other  States. 

By  the  second  section,  classes  who  are  disfranchised  without 
crime,  are  not  to  be  counted  in  ascertaining  the  basis  of  Federal 
representation.  This,  too,  may  be  regarded  as  one  of  the  results 
of  the  rebellion;  a change  made  necessary  by  our  changed  condi- 
tion. We  have  now  among  us  a class  of  freemen,  to  whom  we 
deny  the  ballot  and  all  other  political  rights.  Have  we  a right  to 
count  them  against  the  enfranchised  citizens  of  other  States?  If 
so,  then  will  three  of  our  citizens,  (rebels  though  they  be,)  equal 
in  the  political  balance  four  citizens  of  any  Northern  State,  how- 
ever patriotic;  and  one  citizen  of  South  Carolina  or  Mississippi 
will  balance  two  citizens  or  Union  soldiers  who  may  reside  North 
of  the  Ohio.  Certainly  the  South  is  not  in  a condition  to  claim 
so  great  a political  advantage  in  the  national  adjustment  now  pro- 
posed, unless,  indeed,  there  be  merit  in  rebellion. 

The  third  section  is  intended  to  prevent  that  class  of  rebel 
leaders  from  holding  office,  who,  by  violating  their  official  oaths, 
added  one  great  offense  to  another.  It  is  meant  as  a safeguard 
against  another  rebellion,  by  keeping  out  of  power  those  who 
brought  on  and  are  mainly  responsible  for  that  through  which 
we  have  just  passed.  These  men,  in  law  and  justice,  forfeited 
their  lives  and  property,  but  a benign  and  merciful  Government 
inflicts  no  other  punishment  or  disability  upon  them  than  such 
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as  is  necessary  to  prevent  them  from  repeating  their  crime.  No 
loyal  citizen  will  object  to  this  section. 

The  fourth  section  declares  the  validity  of  our  national  debt, 
and  that  debts  incurred  or  losses  sustained  in  aid  of  rebellion,  are 
void.  This  is  simply  a declaration  of  the  honorable  intentions  of 
the  nation,  and  will  he  endorsed  by  every  American  citizen  who, 
is  worthy  of  the  title.  It  also  refuses  compensation  for  slaves 
lost  or  emancipated  by  the  war.  As  our  slaves  were  lost  by 
the  rebellious  conduct  of  our  own  people,  we  should  not  expect 
to  tax  the  nation  to  pay  for  them. 

This  brief  analysis  of  the  proposed  amendment,  exhibits  a 
magnanimity  on  the  part  of  the  American  people,  through  their 
Eepresentatives  in  Congress,  which  challenges  our  admiration. 
Viewed  as  terms  of  final  adjustment,  between  the  conqueror  and 
the  conquered,  their  mildness  and  freedom  from  all  penalty  is 
without  a parallel  in  the  history  of  nations. 

I congratulate  you  on'  your  good  fortune,  in  having  the  op- 
portunity of  being  the  honored  agents  of  restoring  the  ship  of 
State  to  her  ancient  moorings,  soon  again  to  set  sail  upon  her 
voyage  of  prosperity  and  glory.  But  little  over  a year  ago, 
you  assembled  in  the  Capitol,  and  took  charge  of  the  State.  * 
She  was  prostrate,  bleeding  and  helpless.  The  courts  were  no- 
where held  with  safety,  and  justice  was  administered  only  with- 
in a few  fortified  posts.  County  governments  were  broken  up, 
and  peace  officers  made  no  efforts  to  perform  their  duties,  and 
anarchy,  with  all  its  horrors,  reigned  supreme.  Without  a 
treasury  or  revenue  laws,  the  credit  of  the  State  was  destroyed, 
and  our  grand  system  of  railroads  was  in  ruins;  while  guer- 
rillas prowled  without  restraint  over  the  State.  You  have 
placed  our  great  State  upon  its  feet.  Under  your  judicious 
legislation,  the  treasury  has  been  able  to  meet  the  heaviest  de- 
mands. The  credit  of  the  State  is  rapidly  rising  to  its  for- 
mer maximum  height.  Your  railroads  are  nearly  all  in  run- 
ning order,  paying  the  interest  on  their  loans,  while  all  your 
courts  are  open,  and  justice  is  administered  in  every  part  of 
the  State.  It  is  now  your  proud  privilege,  to  restore  the  noble 
old  Commonwealth  to  her  ancient  position  in  the  Union  of  our 
fathers.  As  you  have  performed  your  duty  heretofore,  in  de- 
fiance of  the  abuse  and  denunciation  of  traitors,  so  I am  con- 
fident you  will  do  so  in  the  future,  heedless  of  threats  or  dic- 
tation from  any  source. 

I regret  that  duty  requires  me  to  bring  to  your  notice  any 
other  subject  than  the  weighty  question  I have  already  submit- 
ted. But  I am  constrained  to  call  your  attention,  to  the  ne- 
cessity of  amending  an  Act,  passed  at  your  last  Session,  entitled, 

“ An  Act  to  establish  a Metropolitan  Police  District,  and  to  pro- 
vide for  the  government  thereof.”  Having  appointed  Com-

missioners  for  the  cities  of  Memphis  and  Chattanooga,  the 
force  in  each  case  was  promptly  organized,  and  the  prospect 
for  relief  to  the  peaceable  citizens  was  quite  promising.  But 
the  law,  in  its  practical  workings,  is  found  to  be  quite  defect- 
ive. Chief  among  these  defects,  may  he  mentioned  the  want 
of  an  adequate  remedy  in  case  of  the  refusal  of  the  Coun- 
ty Courts  to  levy  and  collect  the  necessary  revenue  to  defray 
the  expenses  of  the  police,  and  the  power  of  evil  disposed 
persons  in  combination,  to  arrest  the  operations  of  the  Com- 
missioners, by  injudicious  and  wanton  litigation.  Other  de- 
fects will  present  themselves,  and  it  is  believed  will  be  easily 
corrected.  A thorough  perfection  of  the  law  is  recommended.

[Concurrent  Resolution  Received  at  Department  of  State  June  16, 1866.] 


* JOINT  RESOLUTION  PROPOSING  AN  AMEND- 
MENT  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION  OF  THE 
UNITED  STATES. 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of 
the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled , {two- 
thirds  of  both  Houses  concurring ,)  That  the  following  article 
he  proposed  to  the  Legislatures  of  the  several  States,  as  an  amend- 
ment to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  which,  when  rati- 
fied by  three-fourths  of  said  Legislatures,  shall  be  valid  as  part 
of  the  Constitution,  namely: 

article  xiv. 

Section  1.  All  persons  born  or  naturalized  in  the  United 
States,  and  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  thereof,  are  citizens  of 
the  United  States,  and  of  the  State  wherein  they  reside.  No 
State  shall  make  or  enforce  any  law  which  shall  abridge  the 
privileges  or  immunities  of  citizens  of  the  United  States;  nor 
shall  any  State  deprive  any  person  of  life,  liberty  or  property, 
without  due  process  of  law,  nor  deny  to  any  person  within  its 
jurisdiction,  the  equal  protection  of  the  laws. 

Section  2.  Representatives  shall  be  apportioned  among  the 
several  States  according  to  their  respective  numbers,  counting 
the  whole  number  of  persons  in  each  State,  excluding  Indians 
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not  taxed.  But  when  the  right  to  vote  at  any  election  for  the 
choice  of  electors  for  President  and  Vice  President  of  the  United 
States,  Eepresentatives  in  Congress,  the  executive  or  judicial  of- 
ficers of  a State,  or  the  members  of  the  Legislature  thereof,  is 
denied  to  any  of  the  male  inhabitants  of  such  State,  being  twen- 
ty-one years  of  age,  and  citizens  of  the  United  States,  or  in  any 
way  abridged,  except  for  participation  in  rebellion  or  other  crime, 
the  basis  of  representation  therein,  shall  be  reduced  in  the  pro- 
portion which  the  number  of  such  male  citizens  shall  bear  to  the 
whole  number  of  male  citizens  twenty-one  years  of  age  in  such 
State. 

Sec.  3.  No  person  shall  be  a Senator  or  Eepresentative  in  Con- 
gress, or  elector  of  President  and  Vice  President,  or  hold  any  of- 
fice, civil  or  military,  under  the  United  States,  or  under  any 
State,  who,  having  previously  taken  an  oath  as  a member  of  Con- 
gress, or  as  an  officer  of  the  United  States,  or  as  a member  of  any 
State  Legislature,  or  as  an  executive  or  judicial  officer  of  any 
State,  to  support  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  shall 
have  engaged  in  insurrection  or  rebellion  against  the  same,  or 
given  aid  or  comfort  to  the  enemies  thereof.  But  Congress  may 
by  a vote  of  two-thirds  of  each  House,  remove  such  disability. 

Sec.  4.  The  validity  of  the  public  debt  of  the  United  States 
authorized  by  law,  including  debts  incurred  for  payment  of  pen- 
sions and  bounties,  for  services  in  suppressing  the  insurrection  or 
rebellion,  shall  not  be  questioned.  But  neither  the  United  States 
nor  any  State,  shall  assume  or  pay  any  debt  or  obligation  in- 
curred in  aid  of  insurrection  or  rebellion  against  the  United 
States,  or  any  claim  for  the  loss  or  emancipation  of  any  slave,  but 
aU  such  debts,  obligations  and  claims,  shall  be  held  illegal  and 
void. 

Sec.  5.  The  Congress  shall  have  power  to  enforce,  by  appro- 
priate legislation,  the  provisions  of  this  article.

J oint  Resolution  adopting  the  proposed  amendment  to  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  United  States: 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Tennes- 
see, That  the  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States, 
proposed  by  Joint  Resolution  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States, 
at  its  present  session,  in  words  and  figures  following,  viz: 

uBe  it  resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of 
the  United  States  of  America , in  Congress  assembled , ( two-thirds 
of  both  Houses  concurring ,)  That  the  following  Article  be  pro- 
posed to  the  Legislatures  of  the  several  States,  as  an  amendment 
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to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  which,  when  ratified  by 
three-fourths  of  said  Legislatures,  shall  be  valid  as  part  of  the 
Constitution,  namely: 

ARTICLE  XIY. 

Section  1.  All  persons  born  or  naturalized  in  the  United 
States,  and  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  thereof,  are  citizens  of  the 
United  States,  and  of  the  State  wherein  they  reside.  No  State 
shall  make  or  enforce  any  law  which  shall  abridge  the  privileges 
or  immunities  of  citizens  of  the  United  States;  nor  shall  any 
State  deprive  any  person  of  life,  liberty  or  property,  without  due 
process  of  law,  nor  deny  to  any  person  within  its  jurisdiction  the 
equal  protection  of  the  laws. 

Section  2.  Representatives  shall  be  apportioned  among  the 
several  States  according  to  their  respective  numbers,  counting  the 
whole  number  of  persons  in  each  State,  excluding  Indians  not 
taxed.  But  when  the  right  to  vote  at  any  election  for  the  choice 
of  electors  for  President  and  Yice  President  of  the  United  States, 
Representatives  in  Congress,  the  executive  or  judicial  officers  of  a 
State,  or  the  members  of  the  Legislature  thereof,  is  denied  to  any 
of  the  male  inhabitants  of  such  State,  being  twenty-one  years  of 
age,  and  citizens  of  the  United  States,  or  in  any  way  abridged, 
except  for  participation  in  rebellion  or  other  crime,  the  basis  of 
representation  therein  shall  be  reduced  in  the  proportion  which  the 
number  of  such  male  citizens  shall  bear  to  the  whole  number  of 
male  citizens  twenty-one  years  of  age  in  such  State. 

Section  3.  No  person  shall  be  a Senator  or  Representative  in 
Congress,  or  elector  for  President  and  Yice  President,  or  hold  any 
office,  civil  or  military  under  the  United  States,  or  under  any  State, 
who,  having  previously  taken  an  oath  as  a member  of  Congress, 
or  as  an  officer  of  the  United  States,  or  as  a member  of  any  State 
Legislature,  or  as  an  executive  or  judicial  officer  of  any  State,  to 
support  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  shall  have  engaged 
in  insurrection  or  rebellion  against  the  same,  or  given  aid  or  com- 
fort to  the  enemies  thereof.  But  Congress  may,  by  a vote  of  two- 
thirds  of  each  House,  remove  such  disability. 

Section  4.  The  validity  of  the  public  debt  of  the  United 
States  authorized  by  law,  including  debts  incurred  for  payment 
of  pensions  and  bounties,  for  services  in  suppressing  the  insurrec- 
tion or  rebellion,  shall  not  be  questioned.  But  neither  the  United 
States,  nor  any  State,  shall  assume  or  pay  any  debt  or  obligation 
incurred  in  aid  of  insurrection  or  rebellion  against  the  United 
States,  or  any  claim  for  the  loss  or  emancipation  of  any  slave,  but 
all  such  debts,  obligations  and  claims,  shall  be  held  illegal  and 
void. 
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Section  5.  The  Congress  shall  have  power  to  enforce,  by  ap 
propriate  legislation,  the  provisions  of  this  Article.”

Whereas , About  one-third  of  the  State  is  not  represented  in 
this  Body,  nor  indeed  can  it  be,  until  writs  of  election  are  issued 
to  fill  the  vacancies  that  now  exist,  and, 

Whereas , The  Constitution  of  the  United  States  requires  that 
amendments  thereto  shall  be  ratified  by  three-fourths  of  the  Leg- 
islatures of  the  States,  and. 

Whereas , It  is  right  and  proper  that  all  the  people  should  be 
fully,  faithfully  and  legitimately  represented  in  said  Legislature, 
and  feeling  it  to  be  our  duty  before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of 
the  responsible  duties  entrusted  to  us  by  the  people  of  the  State, 
to  have  them  as  fully  represented  as  possible  by  law,  and  feeling  a 
deep  and  anxious  solicitude  for  the  speedy  and  complete  resump- 
tion of  our  relations  with  the  Federal  Government,  and  desiring 
the  establishment  of  harmony  and  good  feeling  among  the  people 
of  our  State,  and  the  permanent  restoration  of  impartial  justice  to 
all  classes  whatsoever;  therefore, 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Tennes- 
see, That  we  believe  it  unwise  and  impolitic,  just  at  this  time,  in 
view  of  the  fact  aforesaid,  to  entertain  or  adopt  the  Constitutional 
amendment  by  the  Congress  of  the  United  States.

Whereas,  The  members  of  the  Tennessee  Legislature,  now  in 
session,  have  learned  with  profound  regret  of  the  death,  at  Knox- 
ville, of  Samuel  R.  Rodgers,  Chancellor  of  the  Eighth  Chancery- 
District,  it  is  fit  and  proper  that  this  Body  should  express  the  sen- 
timents it  entertains  of  the  character  of  a most  worthy  and  be- 
loved citizen,  whose  devotion  to  the  interests  of  the  nation  and 
State,  through  the  perils  of  the  past,  distinguished  him  in  all  his 
relations  as  a private  citizen,  Senator  and  Chancellor.  Chancellor 
Rodgers  was  known  to  us  as  a member  of  this  Legislature,  as  pre- 
siding officer  of  the  Senate,  in  which  capacity  he  exercised  in  a re- 
markable degree  of  intelligence,  courtesy  and  high  social  charac- 
ter. He  was  called  to  preside  over  the  deliberations  of  that 
Body,  which  convened  in  the  City  of  Nashville,  on  the  8th  day  of 
January,  1865,  to  take  into  consideration  the  condition  of  our  dis- 
distracted  State;  and  in  its  civil  organization,  andfin  the  discharge 
of  his  duties,  exhibited  a patriotic  devotion  to  the  interests  of  the 
State  and  nation,  maifesting  an  untiring  zeal  in  whatever  related 
to  the  ways  that  made  for  peace,  consistent  with  the  preservation 
of  the  Federal  Union;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved , That  this  General  Assembly  has  learned  with  pro- 
found regret  of  the  death  of  Chancellor  Rodgers,  who,  as  Presi- 
dent of  the  Convention  to  re-organize  the  State  of  Tennessee,  and 
who,  as  a member  of  this  Body  and  Speaker  of  the  Senate,  dis- 
charged with  fidelity,  ability  and  true  patriotism,  the  important 
duties  entrusted  to  his  hands;  and  that  in  his  death  the  judiciary 
has  lost  an  able  and  impartial  Judge,  and  the  State  an  incorrupti- 
ble citizen  and  true  patriot,  who  loved  the  Union  and  the  Union's 
flag.

Report  Ko.  12,  from  the  Special  Committee  on  Communication 
Ko.  4,  to- wit: 

Mr.  Speaker: — The  Special  Committee  to  whom  was  referred 
Communication  Ko.  4,  in  the  nature  of  a protest,  have  had’  the 
same  under  consideration,  and  make  this  their  report.  Your  Com- 
mittee regret  that  they  could  not  have  had  the  protestants  present, 
as  they  expressed  a desire  to  that  effect,  an  invitation  having  been 
extended  to  them.  Ko  question  exists  in  the  minds  of  the  Com- 
mittee as  to  the  right  of  Senators  to  present  and  have  entered  on 
the  journals  of  the  Senate  a protest  expressed  in  language  res- 
pectful to  the  action  and  records  of  the  Senate.  In  the  case  un- 
der consideration,  the  journal  shows  that  the  consideration  of  the 
amendments  to  the  Constitution  occupied  the  attention  of  the 
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Senate  from  the  5th  to  the  11th  instant.  The  subject  was  before 
the  Senate  every  day,  and  amendments  and  resolutions  in  lieu 
were  presented  and  voted  on  under  the  rules  of  the  Senate,  and  the 
fact  is  patent  to  every  Senator  that  every  facility  and  invitation 
was  extended  to  every  Senator  to  discuss  the  merits  of  the  Joint 
Resolution,  and  that  no  “disregard  was  manifested  for  the  opin- 
ions of  the  minority,”  as  set  forth  in  the  protest.  Your  Commit- 
tee, in  reviewing  the  record  of  the  Senate  and  the  action  of  this 
Body,  fail  to  find  any  evidences  to  justify  the  exceptional  reflec- 
tions on  this  Body  contained  in  the  protest,  and  recommend  that 
the  protest  he  spread  upon  the  journal  of  the  Senate,  on  the  res- 
ponsibility of  the  signers,  and  that  this  report  be  also  placed  on 
the  journal. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Hall,  the  report  was  concurred  in,  and  order- 
ed to  he  spread  upon  the  journal. 

Communication  No.  4,  in  the  nature  of  a protest,  to-wit: 

Mr.  Speaker: — The  undersigned  respectfully  ask  that  the  fol- 
lowing protest  to  the  action  of  the  Senate,  in  passing  the  constitu- 
tional amendment,  submitted  by  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States  to  the  Legislature  of  Tennessee,  he  permitted  to  be  entered 
upon  the  journal  of  the  Senate.  Upon  the  passage  of  this  amend- 
ment, the  majority  in  the  Senate  have  manifested  a striking  dis- 
regard for  the  opinions  of  the  minority.  They  have  treated  every 
amendment  or  other  proposition  offered  by  the  minority  with  great 
discourtesy  and  seeming  disrespect.  Every  amendment  offered  has 
been  laid  upon  the  table,  without  affording  its  friends  an  opportu- 
nity of  discussing  its  merits,  or  fully  explaining  its  object.  When 
the  main  question  came  up  for  final  consideration,  all  debate  was 
silenced  and  refused  under  a peremptory  call  for  the  previous  ques- 
tion, notwithstanding  previous  assurances  had  been  given  that 
time  for  ample  discussion  would  be  allowed.  Whereupon  the  un- 
dersigned feel  constrained  to  protest  against  the  whole  course  and 
action  of  the  Senate  in  the  ratification  of  the  proposed  amend- 
ment, and  in  support  of  such  protest,  the  undersigned  respectfully 
submit  the  following  reasons: 

First.  In  the  opinion  of  the  undersigned,  the  proposed  amend- 
ment to  the  constitution  is  couched  in  language  ambiguous,  un- 
certain and  liable  to  various  constructions,  concealing  a purpose  to 
strike  down  and  overthrow  the  legitimate  rights  of  the  States, 
and  consolidate  all  power  in  the  hands  of  a great  centralized  Gov- 
ernment. Entertaining  these  views  in  regard  to  the  whole  propo- 
sition, the  undersigned  were  unwilling  to  see  it  ratified  and  become 
a part  of  the  Constitution  without  more  qualifying  conditions. 
We  accordingly  proposed  a proviso  to  the  resolution  adopting  the 
amendment,  by  which  it  was  provided  that  said  constitutional 
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amendment  should  not  be  construed  so  as  to  confer  upon  negroes 
or  free  persons  of  color  the  right  to  exercise  the  elective  franchise, 
to  hold  office,  sit  upon  juries,  or  intermarry  with  white  persons,  or 
he  so  construed  so  as  to  abridge  or  diminish  the  rights  of  the  States 
under  the  present  Constitution.  This  amendment  was  rejected  by 
the  Senate. 

Secondly.  The  undersigned  were  of  opinion  that  as  the  Con- 
gress of  the  United  States,  had  refused  to  permit  the  State  of 
Tennessee  to  have  any  participation  in  the  administration  of  the 
general  government,  or  any  part  in  the  passage  of  the  amendment, 
that  the  Legislature  had  no  power,  with  its  present  recognized  re- 
lations to  the  government,  as  defined  by  the  present  Congress,  to 
take  any  action  upon  said  amendment. 

Thirdly.  The  undersigned  are  further  of  opinion,  admitting 
that  the  amendment  had  been  duly  passed  by  Congress,  and  that 
the  Legislature  had  the  power  to  ratify  the  same,  still,  as  the  State 
had  no  representation  in  Congress,  and  the  present  Legislature  had 
no  direct  instructions  from  the  people,  that  it  would  be  a palp- 
able violation  of  every  principle  of  free  government,  to  force  upon . 
the  people  of  Teunessee  such  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution, 
without  first  having  by  some  means,  obtained  their  consent  and 
approbation.  It  was  therefore  proposed  by  the  undersigned,  to 
submit  said  amendment  to  the  people  for  their  ratification  or  re- 
jection, as  instructive  to  the  Legislature,  to  be  acted  upon  at  the 
regular  adjourned  meeting  in  November  next.  This  was  also  re- 
jected by  the  Senate. 

Fourthly.  The  undersigned  are  further  of  the  opinion,  that 
the  proposed  amendment  was  not  passed  by  Congress  in  pursuance 
of  the  requirement  of  the  seventh  section  and  first  article  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States,  which  requires  all  laws,  reso- 
lutions and  orders,  to  he  submitted  to  the  President  for  his  appro- 
bation or  rejection,  giving  him  a qualified  veto  of  the  passage  of 
all  acts  of  Congress  and  all  concurrent  resolutions.  And  it  being 
an  undisputed  fact,  that  the  resolution  of  Congress  proposing  the 
said  amendment,  has  never  been  submitted  to  the  President  in  the 
form  above  prescribed,  we  therefore  believe  that  the  Legislature  of 
Tennessee  has  no  right  to  act  upon  said  amendment,  until  it  has 
full  assurance  that  such  amendment  has  been  properly  passed  by 
Congress,  under  all  the  forms  prescribed  by  the  Constitution. 

And  lastly.  It  seemed  to  the  undersigned  that,  although  the 
Legislature  might  wholly  ignore  all  right  of  the  people  to  instruct 
them,  and  their  consent  and  approbation  to  said  amendment;  and, 
although  they  might  force  upon  the  people  an  amendment  to  the 
constitution,  materially  changing  their  rights,  privileges  and  im- 
munities as  a people,  still  that  a decent  respect  for  the  opinions  of 
mankind  demands  that  there  should  be  a full  Legislature.  That 
there  should  be  members  from  every  county  and  district,  as  pro- 
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vided  by  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  State,  when  in  fact  it  is 
well  known,  not  only  to  the  undersigned,  but  to  the  honorable 
Senate,  that  there  is  at  least  one-fourth  of  the  Legislative  districts 
of  the  State  unrepresented  in  the  present  Assembly.

Resolved , That  the  General  Assembly  congratulates  the  people 
of  the  State  of  Tennessee  upon  the  admission  of  its  Senators  and 
Representatives,  by  the  United  States  Congress — the  restoration 
of  the  State  of  Tennessee  into  its  true  place  in  the  Union,  as  one 
of  the  United  States  of  America,  and  their  restoration  to  the 
rights  of  citizens  of  the  United  States  of  America — -one  and  indi- 
visible.
